tarian is better equipped to serve 
society in his particular calling. 
The speaker defined fellowship 
as the sunshine that brightens* 
the pathway of life and helps to 
do away with the distrust and 
suspicion that may exist among 
men. He declared that it was an 
opportunity to be able to attend 
Rotary. 
Gov. 
Thompon pointed 
out 
that the second object of Ro­ 
tary, the vocational object, is 
nothing more than the golden 
rule. The biggest problem facing 
the world is unemployment, he 
asserted, and Rotary, operating 
through its members, can be of 
immense service in endeavoring 
to prevent young men unable to 
find employment, from develop­ 
ing an inferiority complex. 
The third object of Rotary —
